Income, and prop- 
trty value adjustments have to made to strike 
an Internally consistent or stable equlllbrt- 
um." And. "It leems clear that In reaching 
this equilibrium many industrial prices muat 
comB down at least In relation to other 
prices." 

We got hang np on that one, as a good 
man; other readers must have. What is the 
-difference between Industrial prices coming 
down and coming down at least In relation to 
other prices? Don't they come down In cither 
ctsa? Does K mean that industrial pricea 
must oome down while non-lndustriol prices 
«tay up? Or vice versa? Or what? 

,0f course weunUst reallre that thia report 
is largely for tlie guidance of Mr. Truman, 
who Is an expert In such things. Bo wt shall 
probably hear the understandable glit of It In 
several campaign speeches later on. But we 
still wish that this government of, by^and 
for the people would make It a rule to use 
language that most of the people can under- 
staiid.

Madison Square garden and maun- 
dered oft about the average csUte 
lelt by tlie average American. There- 
ofler he whlpaawed the suckers In 
frankly mercenary Bible spiels 
Coral a able* as the pilch -man 
■■professor" for a subdivision. 

I have heard hundreds ot orations 
t these strange orgies and I hoo' 
esdy offfr as an Ironic commentary 
my opinion lhat the greottst i 
tho speech of Quentln Reynolds 
the convention which nominated a 
dying man with pronounced Imbe- 
clllc tendenclea In the Chicago sU- 
dlum in IBM.
